Murder of a Wealthy Soap Manu- 
facturer in Lynn, Mass., Puzzles 
the Authorities Who Hear That a

LYNN (Mass) April 15.-A war- 
rant calling for the arrest of William 
A. Dorr, alias William A. Dow, on 
the charge of murdering George E. 
Marsh, was sworn out by Chief of Po- 
lice Burckes late today. 

This followed his announcement 
earlier in the day that the police were 
seeking Dorr in connection with the 
Gnding of the body of the wealthy 
soap manufacturer beside a boulevard 
in West Lynn last Friday. Dorr's 
home is in Stockton, Cal, and it was 
from Chjef of Police Briere of that 
city that the local authorities first re- 
ceived information which led them to 
trace Dorr’s movements. 

The police today located in a Boston 
garage an automobile thought to be 
the one in which Marsh's Was 
taken to the spot where it was found. 
They learned that the car had been 
a partly disabled, in Stan- 
hope street. In the car was found a 
22-caliber automatic rifle and a box 
partly filled with cartridges. 

Chief Burckes does not connect the 
rife with the murder, as Marsh's 
wounds were infiicted by %2-caliber 
bullets. From Chief Briere of Stock- 
ton he received a message tonight that 
when Dorr left Stockton he had an 
automatic 32-caliber pistol. 

Tracing the automobile thro its 
registration number, the police found 
it had been registered under the 
name of Willis A. Dowe; that a man 
giving that name had bought it from 
a’ Boston dealer on April 2 or 3. 
“Dow” told the dealer he came from 
California. 

Dorr ts ecquainted with the fam- 
ily of the late James Marsh of Stock- 
ton, who made George E. Marsh his 
executor and also appointed him trus- 
tee of a fund of $100,000 bequeathed 
to Mise Orpha Marsh, James Marsh's 
adopted daughter.

CITIES SEEK 


AQUEDUCT SURPLUS. 


Some of Them Insistent and Water Committee of 
City Council to Take Up Mulholland Report on Dis- 
tribution in Full Tomorrow at a Meeting Open to 
the Public—Pasadena's Big Question. 


ITH Santa Monica first and 
W now Pasadena seeking Owens 
River water, with a strong 
movement on foot in Glendale and 
again in Redondo Beach to be recip- 
fents of some of the city’s surplus 
supply, and with Alhambra and Bur- 
bank moving in that direction, the 
Water Committee of the City Coun- 
cil will take up the Mulholland re- 
port on the distribution of the aque- 
duct surplus water tomorrow morn- 
ing in the Council Chamber at a 
meeting to be attended by Chief En- 
gineer Mulholland. Chairman Me- 
Kenzie of the committee said yester- 
day that the report will be gone into 
fully. The meeting will be open to the 
public. . 

The action of Pasadena in writing 
to the Public Service Commission to 
ascertain under what conditions, bar- 
ring annexation, that city could have 
Owens River water, has brought the 
subject to a focus and the commit- 
tee, realizing the need of action, will 
have no further delay. 

Pasadena says expressiy that she 
does not want to be annexed, but pre- 
fers to maintain her identity as a 
separate municipality, and in this, 
she will not be opposed by the Mayor. 

“I do not know that we want to 
annex Pasadena,” the Mayor said 
yesterday. “We do not have to go 


down ob our knees to get customers“ 


for the aqueduct water, but we do 
not intend to put obstacies in the 
way of those who want it, either. We 
want to treat all these communities 
fairly. We are not geing to give 
away our surplus supply, of course, 
but we want to be reasonable and to 
remain on good terms with our neigh- 
bors. 

Action should be taken imme- 
diately on the Mulholland report. The 
great achievement of this administra- 
tion should be the bringing in of this 
water to Los Angeles and the arrange- 
ment for the distribution of the sur- 
plus supply.” 

SANTA MONICA URGENT. 

The urgency of Santa Monica's de- 
mand for aqueduct water is to be seen 
in the fact that during the past ten 
days a committee, composed of A. 
M. Montgomery and W. J. Stadeiman 
of the @ity government and M. Bunker 
and H. Michel of the Chamber of 
Commerce there, have been in con- 
sultation with Chief Engineer Mul- 
holland on the subject, seeking infor- 
mation a& to cost of laying pipes and 
mains, and how soon the water can 
be supplied. Santa Monica is grow- 
ing tremendously, means business, 
and it is expected that by the time 
the Chamber of Commerce banquet 
shall be held there on the 26th inst., 
which its to be attended by Mayor 
Alexander, Chief Engineer Mulhol- 
land and the members of the Los An- 
geles City Council, the Water Com- 
mittee of Santa Monica will be ready 
to outline a project for immediate 
submission to the people there. 

READY TO BUILD SYSTEM. 

The activity of Pasadena is partly 
due to the fact that the Crown City 
‘s ready, and has been for some time, 
to build a system of Its own, depen- 
dent upon the aqueduct for its supply. 
Ali it has been walting for has been 
for the aqueduct to reach such a 
stage that the city could set a figure 


at which it will sell its water, based 
upon cost and a fair profit. The Pas- 
adena officials are expected to be 
present tomorrow at the meeting of 
the Water Committee of the City 
Council and state their demands and 
requests. At that time, the plans 
made by Pasadena for her own sup- 
ply will be ready to lay before the 
engineers. Pasadena retained the 
services of Consulting Engineer A. L. 
Sonderegger in 1909 and, with City 
Engineer Van Orum of that city, he 
made surveys for a separate water 
system to supply Pasadena with aque- 
duct water without reference to any 
of the further projects to be adopted 
by Los Angeles for the disposal of the 
water. Chief Engineer Mulholland in 
his report speaks highly of this sur- 
vey. 

Sonderegger estimates that Pasade- 
na will require 500 miner’s inches to 
meet the additional demands of popu- 
lation in the next twelve to fifteen 
years. He has laid before that city 
now a complete statement providing 
for two distinct projects, either ot 
which may be accepted as soon as 
Pasadena learns what Los Angeles 
intends to charge for the initial sup- 
ply of water at the aqueduct. 

TWO DISTINCT PROJECTS. 

The conduit for Pasadena would 
leave the aqueduct at the northwest 
or upper end of the last aqueduct tun- 
nel, about five miles northwest of San 
Fernando, and with a tunnel 4000 
feet long would reach Grape Vine 
Canyon, whence it would drop in a 
thirty-inch steel rivetted pipe to the 
Maclay rancho. Thence it would fol- 
low the county road in a _ fairly 
straight line to Pacoima wash and 
skirting along the foot of the north- 
ern hills it would reach a point oppo- 
site Suniand. 

At this point the two projects di- 
vide. In one, the pipe crosses the 
Big Tejunga and approaches the di- 
vide at La Crescenta to an elevation 
of 1400 feet. Here a pumping plant 
would be located and the drop to 
Loughery Canyon on the other side 
would give a fall that would furnish 
a theoretical head of 680 feet. The 
cost of the conduit and generating 
— for this project would be 1600, 
000. 

FAVORS SAN RAFAEL TUNNEL. 

The other project, which is favored 
by Sonderegger, considers that the 


highest point to be supplied would be 


the contour line at 1370 feet in Alta- 
dena and in Pasadena proper would 
be 1100 feet on the northern limita. 
Starting at an elevation of 1455 feet 
at the aqueduct, therefore, and run- 
ning along to Suniand, the same as 
in the first project, Sonderegger would 
overcome the divide by boring a tun- 
nel four miles long through the San 
Rafael hills. Then the conduit would 
drop to Pasadena. He estimates that 
the cost of this would be $675,000, 
but the cost of maintaining the gen- 
erating plant would be eliminated. 
and as the @ow would be by gravity 
and pumping would be done away 
with, the pumping maintenance cost 
would also be prevented. The con- 
duits and tunnels in any event are to 
be constructed with a view to an ul 
timate flow of 3000 miner's inches. 
and the engineer recommends that 
the district to be considered in the 
calculations be not confined to the 
immediate surroundings of Pasadena. 
but shall include the district from 
Altadena to the Chapman ranch and 


southwest to the city of Alhambra.

MEXICO TENDERS 
ABJECT APOLOGY 


For Jailing United States 
Representative as Spy. 


Madero Orders Envoy to Los 
Angeles to Beg Pardon. 


May Get Indemnity. 


In order that a casus belli may be 
avoided between the United States 
and the republic of Mexico, Dr. Fran- 
cisco Olivares, Mexican Vice-Consul 
at San Diego, will come to Los 48 
geles today to make an abject apology 
to the American government, through 
United States District Attorney Me- 
Cormick, for indignities offered to 
James Gainor, a United States Secret 
Service agent. 

Details of the insult given Gainor 
by the diplomatic representative of 
the Mexican government were sent 
to Washington after the secret serv- 
ice man's trip south last week. 
Immediately upon their receipt 
representations were te 
United States Minister Wilson, in the 
City of Mexico. The latter at enee 
laid the matter before the Madero 
government. Official notes were dis- 
patched to Olivares, with the result 
that he will call upon the ted 
States District Attorney this morn- 
ing. To that official and Gainor, @ 
complete and satisfactory apo 
will be given for the arrest 
emg Gainor as a spy. while on 
an © al visit to Mexico in search of 
information regarding alleged viola- 
tions of the neutrality laws along the 
Mexican boundary line. Whether 
Gainor will insist upon indemnity at 
the hands of the Mexican government 
is yet undetermined.

Such a proposition as that will get 
the people every time. They know per- 
fectly well that any deal couched in 
guch terms is a swindle, but they fall 
for it just the same. Throw in some 
meaningless statement about the sel- 
fish rich man and the people will 
crawl to you on their knees to give 
you the last cent they have. Tell 
them in plain words that it is the 
chance of a lifetime and the game is 
up; you have them lashed to the mast. 
Of course. they have probably heard 
that hundreds of times, but that 
doesn’t make any difference; they bite 
Just the same. 

And what is the result? People go’ 
down with bag, - and babies, 
with little money or none, and are 
turned loose upon these tracts in col- 
onies literally by the thousands who 
had bitten at the first bait, been 
hooked and are sending money in in- 
stallments to pay for land which they 
have never seen and have but hazy 
notions about using when they do see. 

That's the most extraordinary part 
of the whole business. People buy 
the land who have no use for land and 
who wouldn't have thought of buying 
land had they not seen the flaming 
ads, which bellow that you can make 
$2000 an acre in Florida while living 
outdoors in the land of perpetual sun- 
shine. It is easy to see the lure in 
this for the factory-poisoned mechanic 
or the stool-perched bookkeeper. 

Perhaps the most widely advertised 
part of Fiorida is the Evergiades. Of 
eourse, everybody in this day and age 
knows what the Everglades are, and 
yet people are constantly buying tracts 
there expecting to make money out of 
them. They have been thheralded as 
the one incomparable land opportun- 
ity of the future. Perhaps they are, 
but the man who buys Evergiade land 
for farming is certainly dealing in 
futures. There are 5,000,000 acres in 
the Everglades about all of them 
are under water. In the drought of 
winter you can walk over certain 
favored portions of them, but even in 
winter a good rain will put these por- 
tions under water knee deep for weeks 
at atime. The other portions never 
come out. 

The whole of this is surrounded by 
higher land, making it a vast shallow 
basin that would be a lake if it were 
not a sponge. Of course, the idea is 
to drain the Everglades, and the State 
is now at work digging trenches up 
from the sea in $000 square miles of 
territory. It seems foolish. Bight 
thousand square miles of level water, 
no portion of it more than twenty feet 
above the tide, and all one vest sponge 
of entangling saw-grass marshes and 
cypress swamps. The idea of people 
buying it seems ridiculous. But when 
one sees, as has occurred in the last 
few years, thousands of Northern men 
buying this land at fancy prices per 
acre in the fond belief that it will soon 
be drained and fit for cultivation, he 
begins to think that people have no 
sense of humor and very little of any 
other kind. 

IRRIGATED LAND SCHEME. 

Florida is not the only place where 
this scheme has been worked or can 
be worked. There are many other 
places that have been used for land 
frauds for the last fifty years, and 
for that very reason they are all the 


more useful today to those who wish 


to make use of them to swindle their 
fellow men. There is Arizona, for ex- 
ample. There are hundreds of acres 
there that can be bought cheap and 
sold to human beings in the North 
and East for fabulous sums on the ex- 
Ppectation that the land will soon be 
irrigated. To be sure, the land 10 so 
high that the only way it could be 
irrigated would be from the moon. But 
peaple won't go to see it until after 
they have bought it. Or if you like, 
you can sell land on Long Island 
which is only on Long Island when 
the tide is out. The public will fall 
for any easy proposition so long as it

The Philadelphian 
Was persuaded to cash his $1200 let- 
ter of credit to furnish security for 
a business scheme, whereupon 
Starkiof’ snatched the money out of 
his hands and the two escaped. 

The favorite trick of Wilson and 
Duncan was the “adjoining claim 
swindle,” almost as.hoary as the 
Spanish prisoner or the sick engineer 
gag. Rut they were mastefs of lit- 
the detail to such an extent that they 
carried the adjoining claim swindle 
right to a mining engineer. That's 
what they always did. They played 
the boldest kind of a game because 
they realized that that was the easiest 
kind to get away with.

The other is an allega- 
tion that both in the County Clerk's 
and Auditor's office, political favor- 
ites have been given tions to the 
detriment of the work and the con- 
sequent increased burden for the tax- 
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card index, but declares it is for office 
use and not for any political clique 
that would welcome the secret polifti- 
cal history of the voters of the coun- 
ty. It is al that Lelande de- 
tailed his confidential clerks to pre- 
pare the card system, and that this 
occasioned a rapid increase in the 
number of temporary registration 
deputies and the consequent spend- 
ing of the appropriation. 

It is declared by many of the tax- 
payers that the legislative appropria- 
tion was sufficient to complete the 

istration had it not been for the 
private work the regular deputies 
were doing for the political faction. 
These rumors have been persistent 
and came to a climax Saturday, when 
Lelande declered he would welcome a 
full investigation of the conduct of 
his office.

The constitutionality of one of the 
amendments to the Constitution of 
California, adopted last October, is 
involved in a habeas corpus action 
argued in the Supreme Court yester- 
day.
